Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twentieth Year 
of the Republic of India as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.-- ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Delhi High Court ( Amendment) 
Act , 1969. 

( 2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the 
Central Government may , by notification in the Offi 
cial Gazette , appoint.

2. Insertion of new section 3A . - In the 
Delhi High Court Act, 1966 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act ) , after 
section 3 , the following section shall be 
inserted , namely :

“ 3A . Salaries and allowances of Judges to be 
expenditure charged on Consolidated Fund of 
India . —Expenditure in respect of the salaries and 
allowances of Judges of the High Court of Delhi 
shall be expenditure charged on the Consolidated 
Fund of India ." 


13. Transitional provisions . ( 1 ) Every person 
holding office as a member of the Court of the 
Executive Council or the Finance Committee , as the 
case may be, immediately before the commencement 
of this Act shall , on and from such commencement 
cease to hold office as such :
